Specifically, I would like to request authorization from the Cook County Board 
of Commissioners for the Office of the Clerk of the Circuit Court and the Office 
of the State’s Attorney to engage the firm of Harris & Harris for a two year 
period to perform accounts receivable collection services for delinquent fines 
and fees due and owing to the Clerk’s Office. The goals of this initiative are to 
collect as much revenue as possible and to bring past due accounts that are 
deemed uncollectible by an independent qualified firm to closure.
